WAS AN “INSIDE JOB,” 
DETECTIVES ARE SURE 


New Gate and Entire Change | Food Supplies So Scarce That

Washington, Dec. 17—A German 
spy entered and robbed the British 
war missions offices in the Munsey 
Building here, according to an offiaial 
investigation today. 

It was an “inside” job accoring to 
detectives. 

An iron gate reaching from the mar- 
ble floor to the ceiling has been erec- 
ted at the entrance and every lock in 
important allied military and naval 
been changed. Under locks and bars 
in the mission’s, offices is the most 
impogtant alied military and naval 
information in existence outside of 
England. American military secrets 
which constantly tigure in the vital 
negotiations between this government 
and Great Britain also are locked up 
in the mission’s archives. Entry to 
records would be a paracise to a Ger- 
man spy. 

Officials deny that any information 
of value was taken. 

The occurrence is worrying British 
officials, particularly in view of ‘the 
discovey of a carrier pigeon in the 
mission office.

Since Month Ago Fighting 
Without Precedent Pro- 
gresses In Low Lands 


By Henry Wood 

With the French Armies in Italy, 
Dec. 17.—lItaly is waging the war of 
the lagoons to. save Venice—the 
strangest, half-aquatic water—and 
land conflict the history of war has 
ever known. 

Fifteen centuries ago Attilla and 
his. original huns reached 
the same spot between the Piace and 
the Sile rivers that the modern Teu- 
tonic huns have reached today. 


Fifteen hundred years ago the or- 
iginal inhabitants in this section fied 
from the mainland and on the gults 
and flats of the lagoon founded the 
island colonies which eventually be- 
came Venice. 

Over the same intervening canals, 
marshes, lagoons and lakes by which 
Attilla and his huns were checked 
the Italian forces today are check- 
ing the modern day Huns. 


They are checking the enemy by. 


a highly perfected land and water 
defense which when the conflict is 
over, will form one of the most in- 
teresting chapters of the whole his- 
tory of the war. ; 

Since November 13, when the Aus- 
trians in crossing tHe lower Piave in 
their headlong rush to Venice were 
suddenly checked by the Italian la- 
goon defenses, the entire gulf of 
Venice, with its endless canals and 
marshes, with islands disappearing 
and reappearing with the tide, has 
been the scene of a continuous naval 
lagoon battle. It was still progress- 
ing today. The fighting is absolute- 
iy without precedent. 

The modern Huns are desrenat iy 
trying to turn the Italian wing by 
progressing around the northern lim- 
its of the Venietian gulf. 

For the purpose of the lagoon bat- 
tle as well as for general defense the 
Italians inundated these islands by 
mine fields. The Venetian gulf 
therefore was converted into an iso- 
lated sea. 

Over this inland waterway the con- 
flict is raging bitterly. ‘To fit their 
purposes of defense the Italians have 
developed a “lagoon fleet” ranging 
from the fleetest of motorboats, arm- 
ed with machine guns, small cannon 
and torpedo tubes, to huge cumber-. 
some flat bottomed British moni- 
tros mounting the biggest of marine 
guns. > 

All the Itagian vessels navigable 
dug into the bottom of the channel. 
Even gondolas steering off the chan- 
nels are instantly and hopelessly 
stranded. 

Not only these muddy and marshy
